Americans Set Free Many Vic­ 
tims of Spanish Injustice*.

The New York Sod’n correspondent 
at Manila, writing under the date of 
Sept. 2 about the investigation of the 
Spanish prisons, says: 
In the ordinary course of the occupa­ 
tion of the city by onr forces an inves­ 
tigation of the character and the in 
mates of the Spanish prisons began 
So 
much had been known before of the 
way in which Spaniards treat their pris 
oilers that there naturally was little de­ 
lay, and as soon as Colonel Reeve was 
fairly settled in his office of chief of 
police he recommended to General Mao- i 
Arthur tho appointment of Captain VV ! 
F. Moffett, A company, First North Da- I 
kota volunteers, as general superintend­ 
ent of prisons 
The appointment was ; 
made, and Captain Moffett at once began J 
his work. 
It took a very short time to j 
develop a state of affairs which it will j 
be clifficnlt for Americans in their quiet 
homes under a tree flag to comprehend j 
There are two principal prison* in I 
Manila used by the Spaniards for the ' 
incarceration of persons accused in the I 
ordinary way or of persons of small im­ 
portance. 
For those accused of graver 1 
offenses or those who had great wealth • 
or political importance or possibilities j 
the military prison of Santiago was re- j 
served, with its horrors, which rival j 
the dreadful black hole of Calcutta. 
The two main civil prisons, as they 
were culled, although military and po 
litical prisoners were incarcerated there, 
are the Presidio and the Bilibid, or Car­ 
cel Publica de Manila. 
These are sup 
plemented by the various smaller pris­ 
ons in the police stations aud the differ­ 
ent government buildings, each with its 
barred windowed room where victims 
of official disfavor m ight be deprived of 
light and air 
The Spanish officials were still in 
charge of the Presidio and Bilibid pris­ 
ons— as, in fact, they are yet, nominally 
—when Captain Moffett took charge. 
The first work of the new superintend­ 
ent, or governor, was to Gall on the 
Spanish officials and inform them very 
definitely that he was the ruler of the 
prisons from that time forth, and that 
they must do nothing without his 
knowledge aud consent. 
It took some 
little time for that idea to get clear 
through Spanish intelligence, but it did 
at last. Captain Moffett is a young man 
aud not ot heroic statnra He was dress­ 
ed in the well worn, bine trimmed linen 
nniform that most of onr officers wear 
here. He had too much work to do and 
too few uniforms to keep them always 
in the spotless, faultless condition of 
the average indolent Spaniard. 
The first job Captain Moffett gave 
the Spaniard was the compilation of a 
muster roll of his prisonera In the Pre­ 
sidio and Bilibid prisons alone 2,800 
persons were confined, men. women, 
children and babies. 
Captain Moffett 
required the roll to show the name of 
each prisoner, the date of incarceration, 
the charge and the court whioh disposed 
of the case; also be required the origi­ 
nal commitment papers in each casa 
The Spaniards are very handy about 
keeping records. 
They write volumes 
about the most trivial matters and file 
everything away in their archives. The 
records were so complete that the com­ 
pilation of the roll desired by Captain 
Moffett was simply a question of time 
That is a great factor in any Spanish 
transaction 
It took the governor four 
days to meet the requirements of the 
young man from North Dakota, but 
when the roll was finished it was com­ 
plete, and the action of the American 
captain was so sw ift that it astonished 
the Spaniard. 
The first roll rendered was of the per 
sons confined in the Bilibid prison, aud 
it is with them that this story deals. 
There were 28 women and 1,800 men. 
Inspection of the Bilibid rather pleas­ 
antly surprised Captain Moffett 
We 
have all heard so much of Spanish cruel­ 
ty that he expected to find a horde of 
half 
starved, filthy, abject wretches 
crowded into dark, damp, foul, ill smell­ 
ing holes and subjected to all manner of 
desperate treatment and torture, sur­ 
rounded 
by armed 
assassins 
called 
guards, eager to shoot them down for 
the first suspicion of an infraction of 
the rules. 
Well, to the credit of the 
Spaniard, it was not sa 
The Bilibid prison is a large, fairly 
comfortable place 
The buildings are 
something like the military barracks, 
and there is ample ground around them 
to give the prisoners exercise. 
A high, 
solid stone wall, moas covered and dingy 
with age and damp, surrounds a plot of 
perhaps la acres. 
There is a big iron 
double gate with guard posts, but there 
are no other sentry boxes outside the 
wall 
Ranged along the inside of the 
wall, near its top, at wide intervals, are 
a few bamboo scaffolds, where the oo 
casional sentinels used to walk back and 
forth

meta were not beaten or ehot

There was plenty of 
water, aud the prisoners could bathe fre 
queutly and keep their clothing in good 
rendition 
They were well fed also—- 
that is, they got plenty of food, such as 
it w as 
It was of about the samu^bar 
icier that natives have in their own 
domes, and as most of the prisoners 
were natives they suffered no particulai 
Hardship from change of diet or scant 
food. They were fed by a Chinese con­ 
tractor, who got 1 2 
cents a day, sil­ 
ver, for each prisoner. The average na­ 
tive w ill get aiong on half that if he 
can spend it himself 
The building? of the prison are long, 
narrow structures of brick with tile 
roofs. 
There are eight or nine all told 
inside the wall, most of them radiating 
from the main gate something like the 
sticks of an open fan. 
Across the ends 
of these fan stick buildings run two oth­ 
ers, aud in a corner of the wall there 
are two smaller ones, one in which what 
are called the ceils are and the other 
divided into small rooms fur prisoners 
who can afford to pay for them. 
This 
building was maintained for the bent tit 
of the governor, who ran a private 
boarding house of his own there. 
Tho 
floor of tins building is raised well off 
tile ground so that it is a fairly healthy 
place The rooms are not large, bnt they 
are comfortable aud dry The floors are 
of the universal teak 
The prisoners 
must finnish their quarters for them ­ 
selves, the governor apparently not hav 
mg any spare beds, chairs or tables 
The building in which the cells are sit 
Hated is rb^ toughest place in the pris­ 
on 
The cells are small rooms, and there 
ar*' no floors The walls are massive and 
of stone, damp, foul and noisome. Pris 
oners were huddled together there and 
compelled 
to sleep on the reeking 
ground 
There were no sanitary ar­ 
rangements whatever, and 
the poor 
devils were a tiltby lot. 
They tried all 
►orts of contrivances to get off the 
ground, tn t were not permitted to buy 
bamboo beds for themselves There was 
not room for such luxuries. 
I saw one 
poor fellow who had collected IOO or 
more sardine cans and had paved a lit­ 
tle patch of the ground in one of the 
cells with them. 
On these cans lie had 
spread a ragged sleeping mat and there 
he camped. 
A dreadful disease almost invariably 
attacks the inmates of this prison in a 
comparatively short time 
It affects 
their eyes, and if they are not removed 
as soon as it manifests itself they go 
blind. 
Of the 50 or more men I saw 
huddled into two small rooms more 
than half were affected. 
The day I vis­ 
ited the Bilibid Captain Moffett bad be­ 
gun arrangements for getting the sick 
isolated, the pilseners thinned oat aud 
the condition of the prison improved 
generally 
The records showed that all 
of those confined there were imprisoned 
for crimes, and it was not bis purpose 
to investigate the incarceration of such 
prisoners nntil he had finished with 
those who were accused of political of 
fease* 
It was when Captain Moffett began 
to investigate the roll of prisoners that 
he came across the iniquity of Spanish 
institutions. 
It stirs an angry feeling 
in the blood of an American and pro­ 
vokes a wish that, after all, Dewey’s 
guns had been tamed loose on the cruel 
Spaniards to know such things as went 
on in the make believe courts of Manila. 
First on the roll were the women, 28 of 
them. 
Engrams Tanoy led the list and 
bracketed with her were Maximiaua 
Duran, Tomasa Pa lo po, Felipa Quique 
and Gregoria Tio 
They are all from 
the island of Negros, south of Luzon. 
The record showed, and the commit­ 
ments agreed with it, that they had 
been in the Bilibid prison since July 
ll. 1888, on the order of the captain 
general, without trial, for the offense 
of resisting the armed forces of Spain. 
Five little native women, about as big 
as good, healthy 12-year-old American 
girls, kept in prison for more than nine 
years for resisting the army of Spain. 
They are brave men, these Spanish sol 
diers. Strong, sturdy, chivalrous souls. 
They go out by hundreds to suppress a 
rebellion of half a village of rack ridden 
natives armed with bolas and a good 
cause But these little devils with their 
sharp knives fight and they have a 
nasty way of hacking off the heads of 
Spanish soldiers, armed with Mauser 
rifles that kill at 2,500 yards. 
The 
brave Spaniards do not suppress the 
riot, but they return with prisoners to 
demonstrate their value. 
Five little 
women they bring back in chaius and 
the giant great heart in the governor’s 
palace sends them to prison for Ufo 
without trial. 
Then

committed on Aug. 8, 1895, for “ sacri 
lege” after a trial by oonrt martial 
She was tile teacber of a little school 
for native children.

The first job Captain Moffett gave 
the Spaniard was the compilation of a 
muster roil of his prisoners.

Captain Moffett 
required the roll to show the name of 
each prisoner, the date of incarceration, 
the charge and the court whioh disposed 
of the case, also he required the origi­ 
nal commitment papers in each case. 
The Spaniards are very handy about 
keeping records. 
They w rite volumes 
about the most trivial matters aud file 
everything away in their archives. The 
records were so com plete that the com 
pilation of the roll desired by Captain 
M offett was sim ply a question of time 
That is a great faotor in any Spanish 
transaction 
It took the governor four 
days to meet the requirements of the 
young man from North Dakota, but 
when the roll was finished it was com­ 
plete, aud the action of the American 
captain was so sw ift that it astonished 
the Spaniard. 
The first roll rendered w as of the per­ 
sons confined in the B ilibid prison, aud 
it is w ith them that this story deals. 
There were 28 women and 1,800 men. 
Inspection of the Bilibid rather pleas­ 
antly surprised Captain Moffett

have a11 iieard so much of Spanish cruel­ 
ty that ho expected to find a horde of

starved, filthy, abject wretches 
crowded into dark, damp, foul, ill sm ell­

The records showed that all 
of those confined there were imprisoned 
for crimes, and it was uot his purpose 
to investigate the incarceration of such

It was when Captain Moffett began 
to investigate rho roll of prisoners that 
he came across the iniquity of Spanish 
institutions.

W hen the Army In Unorganised It la Ex­ 
pected (he 
National Guard

He 
Under Control of Unole Sam General 
K inglier Makes a Statement. 


Adjutant General Kingsley, of Ohio 
has made a state me ut regarding the 
future of the National Guard. He has 
been working on the reorganization plan 
mapped oat in his recent order, bot that 
may only be temporary. The state* 
ment follows: 
'•I am not yet prepared to state just 
what oar plans of reorganization will be. 
It is quite a task to undertake. The 
order I issued recently was the first one 
along thiH line. Of course we all expect 
the entire National Guard of the coun­ 
try to be reorganized by congress at the 
same time the regular army is reorgan­ 
ized, and put on one common basis 
under national control. Therefore what­ 
ever changes, if any. that we make iu 
the Ohio National Guard, will probably 
be only temporary. Ohio put out lo.OOO 
troops into the volunteer service for this 
war, of whom 10.000 were National 
Guardsmen. 
“I believe Ohio’s National Guard sys­ 
tem to be as good, if not better, than 
that in other states. Each of our regi­ 
ments was well equipped with its own 
hospital corps and signal corps. The 
government, however, refused to let the 
regiments take their hospital and signal 
corps into the volunteer service, al­ 
though we had trained these corps in 
their special duties for several years. 
"Oar regiments were organized on the 
same basis, and were officered the same 
as the regular army regiments, accord­ 
ing to the regulations. In accepting 
these regiments into the volunteer ser­ 
vice, the government saw fit to make 
several important changes 
in their 
organizations. 
Later the government 
realized its mistake."

ginning. 
We atterw ard prevailed upon 
him to give us iii.

DISAGREED ABOUT TENTS, 


A Surgeon Told of Trouble at. Chleka- 
umugA—The W ater Wa* Not 
Fit to Drink. 


Chicago, Nov. 8.—General Dodge, 
Colonel Sexton and Dr. Connor of the 
war investigating commission arrived 
in Chicago and began the examination 
of witnesses at the Auditorium hotel. 
Dr. la}win Schooler of Des Moines 
was the first witness. 
From Jane 7 to 
July 17 Dr. Schooler was stationed at 
Camp Thomas as chief surgeon of the 
Second division, Third corps. 
Asked to give, in as few words as pos­ 
sible, his opinion about the general con­ 
ditions at Camp Thomas during the 
time he was stationed 
there, 
Dr. 
Schooler said: 
“ In the first place the 
quartermaster and surgeons could not 
agree as to the number of tents that we 
should have. Colonel Lee contended 
that we wore limited to a certain num­ 
ber of tents, IT I think it was in the be­ 
ginning. We afterward prevailed upon 
him to give us *21. 
His contention was 
that ho could not issue tents beyond the 
j iresen bed n u rn Der. ’ ’ 
In regard to me water supply at the 
camp, Dr. Schooler stated that ll * did 
not think that any of the surgeons in 
his division considered the water fit to 
drink. 
Aud again there was not enough 
teams at the disposal of the officers to 
enable them to bring sufficient water. 
“ It iv as his refusal to increase that 
num ber of tents that made the over- 
crowiling. The lack of medicines, the 
lack of trained nurses aud the lack of a 
sufficient number of surgeons was a 
material difficulty. One cause of the 
prevalence of sickness in the camp was 
that we had three regiments who came 
there with a great deal of sickness—the 
First Mississippi and the First aud Sec­ 
ond Arkansas. There was much typhoid 
aud dysentery iii those regiments. I 
think the quartermaster’s department 
was largely responsible for the great 
sickness: the medical department (that 
is, the supply department i was also re­ 
sponsible for some things.’ 
Mrs. Virginia F. Betz of Chicago en­ 
tered complaint in regard to the death 
of lier son, Frank T.. who enlisted with 
Company L, First Illinois volunteers. 
He was taken sick at s>dntugo and was 
taken to Montauk on the transport Ber­ 
lin. 
From there lie was allow ed to go 
home on furlough when he should have 
been sent to tile hospital, 
ii© was sent 
home entirely unattend d au l was com­ 
pelled to ride in a day coach.

OPEN JAIL AT MANILA. 


Americans Set Free Many Vic­ 
tims of Spanish Injustice. 
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The New York Son’s correspondent 
at Manila, writing under the date of 
Sept. 2 about the investigation of the 
Spanish prisons, says: 
In the ordinary course of the occupa­ 
tion of tho city by our forces an inves­ 
tigation of the character and the in­ 
mates of the Spanish prisons hogan

oners that there naturally was little de­ 
lay, and as soon as Colonel Reeve was 
fairly settled in his office of chief of 
police he recommended to General Mac­

of the case, also he required the origi­ 
nal commitment papers in each case. 
The Spaniards are very handy about 
keeping records. 
They write volumes 
about the most trivial matters and file 
everything away iii their archives. The 
records were so complete that the com 
pilation of the roll desired by Captain 
Moffett was simply a question of time 
That is a great factor iii any Spanish 
transaction 
it took the governor four 
days to meet the requirements of the 
young man from North Dakota, but 
when the roll was finished it was com­ 
plete, and the action of the American 
captain wus so swift that it astonished 
the Spaniard. 
The first roll rendered was of the per 
so n s confined iii tho Biti b id prison, and 
it is with them that this story deals. 
There were 98 women and I,HOO men 
Inspection of the Biiibid rather pleas­ 
antly surprised Captain Moffett 
We 
have a11 heard so lunch of Spanish cruel 
ty that he expected to find a horde of 
half 
starved, filthy, abject wretches 
crowded into dark, damp, foul, ill smell­ 
ing holes and subjected to all manner of 
desperate treatment aud torture, sur­ 
rounded 
by armed 
assassins called 
guards, eager to shoot them down for 
the first suspicion of nu infraction of 
the rule**. 
Well. to the credit of the 
Spaniard, it was not sa 
The Biiibid prison is a large, fairly 
comfortable place 
The buildings are 
something like the military hatracks, 
and there is ample ground aronud them , 
to give the prisoners exercise. 
A high. 
solid stonewall, moas covered and dingy j 
with age and damp, surrounds a plot of 
perhaps 19 acres. 
There is a big iron 
j double gate with guard posts, but there 
j are no other -entry boxes outside th e ' 
Bunged along the inside of tho 
wall, near its top, at wide intervals, are 
a few buiuboo scaffolds, where the oo I 
cantonal sentinels used to walk took aud 
forth 


spread a ragged sleeping mat and there 
he camped. 
A dreadful disease almost invariably 
attacks the inmates of tins prison in a 
comparatively short tune 
It affects 
their eyes, and if they are not removed 
as s«H)ii as it manifests itself they go 
blind. 
Of the 50 or more men I saw 
huddled mto two small rooms more 
than half were affected. The day I vis­ 
ited the Biiibid Captain Moffett had be­ 
gun arrangements for getting the sick 
isolated, the pilseners thinned out aud 
the condition of the prison improved 
generally 
The records showed that all 
of those confined there were imprisoned 
for crimes, and it was not his purpose 
to investigate the incarceration of such 
prisoners until be had finished with 
those who were accused of political of 
tense* 
It was when Captain Moffett begau 
to investigate the roil of prisoners that 
he came across the iniquity of Spanish 
institutions. 
It stirs an angry feeling 
in the blood of an American and pro­ 
vokes a wish that, after all, Dewey’s 
guns had been turned loose on the cruel 
Spaniards to kuow such things as went 
on in the make believe courts of Manila. 
First on the roll were the women, 98 of 
them.

They go out by hundreds to suppress a 
rebellion of halt a village of rack ridden 
uutivoa armed with bolas aud a good 
cause But these little devils with their 
sharp knives fight and they have a 
nasty way of hacking off the heads of 
Spanish soldiers, armed with Manser 
rifits that kill at 9,600 yards

riot, but they return with prisoners to

Adjutant General K insley, of Ohio 
has made a statem ent regarding the 
fnfcnre of the National Guard. 
He has 
been working ou the reorganization plan 
mapped oat in his recent order, bot that 
may only be temporary. The state* 
moot follows; 
“ I am not yet prepared to state just 
w hat oar plans of reorganization will be. 
It is quite a task to undertake. 
The 
order I issued recently was the first one 
along this line. Of course we all expect 
the entire National Guard of the coun­ 
try to be reorganized by congress at the 
same time the regular army is reorgan­ 
ized, and pat on one common basis 
under national control. Therefore w hat­ 
ever changes, if any. that we make in 
the Ohio National Guard, will probably 
be only temporary. Ohio put oat 15.000 
troops into the volunteer service for this 
war, of whom 10.000 were National 
Guardsmen. 
“ I believe Ohio’s National Guard sys­ 
tem to be as good, if not better, than 
that in other states. 
Each of our regi* 
ments was well equipped with its own 
hospital corps and signal corps. 
The 
government, however, refused to let the 
regiments take their hospital and signal 
corps into the volunteer service, al­ 
though we had trained these corps in 
their special duties for several years. 
"Our regiments were organized on the 
same basis, and were officered the same 
as the regular army regiments, accord­ 
ing to the regulations. 
Iii accepting 
these regiments into the volunteer ser- 
vice, the government saw fit to make 
several im portant changes 
in their 
organizations. 
Later the government 
realized its m istake."
